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INTRODUCTION. 

Although the subject of Genealogj' is rc- 
cei\nng much more attention than formerly in 
this countrA', there being several journals de- 
voted exclusively to it, \'et there are many who 
think it a useless pursuit. Some sa3% *' I don't 
care anything for m\' ancestors ; they never did 
anything for me.** This is not only a false but 
a verj' selfish view of the subjedl ; they have 
done much for us. Besides giving us being 
they have obtained for us the blessings of good 
government and the advantages of culture and 
education. The Bible tells us ''honor thy fa- 
ther and thy mother"; should we not honor 
their parents as well as ours ? If we do not 
care for it ourselves, have we a right to deprive 
our posterity of pleasures and benefits they 
might perchance derive fi-om that which would 
require but a trifle on our part to record, and 
which otherwise might be forever lost ? It is 
now recognized bj' the best society that pride 
of lineage is a very laudable emotion, tending 
to elevate those cultivating it.

Norwegian mythology. In Fridthjof's* Saga 
Thorstein t is the father of Fridthj of and the in- 
separable companion of King Beleiboth in life 
and death.

Fridthjof was heir to Framness, a rich estate 
possessed by Thorstein ; among other things 
was the sword Angervadil, with which his 
grandfather slew Iron-skull, a ferocious giant.

One of the name, a son of Lief Erickson, was 
connected with the discovery of America a. d. 
1000. Thorstein died on the voyage, and his 
widow married his brother; this brother made 
a second vo3'age to Rhode Island accompanied 
by his wife, who had a son that died there, and 
is supposed by some to have been the ''Skele- 
ton in Armor " of Longfellow. 

A priest bearing the name came from Nor- 
mandy to England with William the Conc|uer- 
or. One was also chaplain to Henry IV. The

Archbishop of Fife was named Thtirstan, and 
he it was that conducted the ** Battle of the 
Standard ;" he was also the hnihler of Fount- 
ain. Abbey. See Thurston Gen., 1st Ed. The 
name appears often in Eiiijlish records in con- 
nexion with the Mint. There are several fam- 
ilies of the name in England, described l)y 
Burke and others, some of them of «freat aii- 
tiquity. 

The name is si)elled Thorstein, Torstinus, 
Thurstan, Thurston, Thruston and Tosten. 
Its significance is prol>ably Thor's stone or 
bolt, and as Thor was the (rod of Thunder, it 
ma3' p)erhaps be rendered Thunderbolt. Some 
suggest that as tan signifies thane, it may be 
Thor's thane — a servant or minister. The af- 
fix ton, meaning a town or place, might make 
it the i)lace or residence of Thor.

nefting the name wntli tlie families in Enp^land, 
thongh it is well knowni that all three came 
from there. It is not known that either of the 
three were related to the others. 

Hon. John Bates Thnrston, Governor of the 
Fiji Islands, in wnnting to BroAvn Thnrston, 
presents some very strong reasons to show 
that the first Daniel in this country may l)c- 
long to his family in Ghmcestershire, Enjriand. 
which traces its line hack to thetime of William 
the conqneror, to an ancestor, Turstinus, who 
carried a standard at the battle of Hastings, 
which was presented to William bv the Po])e. 
vSee T. Gen., 2nd. Ed. 

There is good e\'idence that there were two 
Daniel Thurstons in Xewburj- in 1635, nnclc 
and nephew; the uncle married Ann Lightfoot, 
the widow of Francis Lightfoot, of the town 
of LjTin, Mass., as hissecond wife, his first hav- 
ing died May 20, 1G48. As this couple had no 
children, thej' probably adopted 3^oung Daniel, 
to whom the elder Daniel, after the death of 
his wife devised- all his prol>ert^^ calling him in 
in his will '*my kinsman.'' In the Newbury 
town records the following api>ears : * ' 24 Nov. 
1638, there was granted unto Daniel Thurston 
an house lott, on the neck over the great river 
of four acres next to John Osgood." 
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THE GENEALOGY. 

Daniel Thirstox,* **the kinsman/' and 
probable ancestor of all the Ne\vbur\' Tliurs- 
tons, m. Oct. 20, IGoo, Axxe Pi:ll, a daugh- 
ter, as Savage supposes, of Joseph Pell, (free- 
man March l-t, 1639, ) of Lynn, Mass., thesame 
town from which came Ann Lightfoot, the 
wife of the elder Daniel Thurstcm, who died 
without issue, a circumstance adding proba- 
bilitj' to Savage's conjecture. He was a troop- 
er in Capt. Appleton's company in King Phil- 
ip's war in 1(>75, and was paid £4 10s. June 
24, 1676. He died Feb. 19, 1693.

PEARSOX FAMILY. 
The Pearsons are probably of French orijfin. 
During the religious i>ersecutions in the six- 
teenth century, there were sons of John and 
Peter, who were workers in wool and devout 
Christians, living in Picardj-, in the North of 
France ; they fled across the channel ; manj- of 
them were called Pickards, hence the names 
Pickard and Pierson, after that Person ♦ and 
still later, Pearson. Colonial records spell the 
name Pierson, (French for Peter's son. ) 

Deacox Johx Pearsox,^ wnth his wife Dor- 
CAS, came from England to Ipswich, thence to 
Rowley (now Georgetown) Mass., in 1643, 
bringing with him the machinery for a fulling 
mill, which was the first in this country ; sup- 
posing that America had no wood that

would stand water, he brought cedar ])osts al- 
so ; some of these posts were taken up about 
1800, and found in a good state of preserva- 
tion.* He leased a grist mill of P. Nelson, 
which his son John subsequently bought. 

Many of the Pearsons, Chutes and Jewetts 
were makers of cloth, and this was evidently 
their occupation in England. Possibly the 
Thurstons were the same, as they were very in- 
timate with them, and intermarried ver\' freely

POORE FAMILY. 

The name is spelled Poor, Poore, Power, Po- 
er and Le Pocr ; the final e was added by Phil- 
ip Poore, grand nephew of Lord High Chancel- 
lor Roger Poor, sometimes called ** Roger the 
Great.'' Roger was Bishop of Sarum in the 
reign of Henry I. In old English chronicles he 
is styled **the builder of churches and cas.les," 
having built castles at Devizes, Sherborne, and 
Malmsbury, and restored Sarum. He died 
Dec., 1147. His son was also Chancellor. 
Roger had three nephews, Alexander, Bishop 
of Lincoln, Xigillus, Bishop of Ely and Rich- 
ard. Richard located in Gloucester and had 
three sons, Herbert, Bishop of Sarum, 1194, 
Richard, Bishop of Chichester, 1215, and Phil- 
ip. Philip settled in Amesbur\', Wiltshire, Eng- 
land, and from him it is believed that all the 
Poores of America are descended.

In a letter just received from Alfred Poore, 
the genealogist of the John Poore family, he 
says that : '^Savage and others were mistaken 
about Mar J" Poore,'' who married Samuel 
Pearson,- having been the daughter of John 
Poore/ * We find in the Newbury records 
that Samuel Poore,' a brother of John' and 
two others, who came from England to Amer- 
ica, by wife Rebecca, had ten children, the sec- 
ond of whotn was Marj-,- bom Alar. 1, 1650; 
the tenth was also Mary, and we suppose, 
married John Stickney. In the Probate office 
we find in a settlement of his estate, an agree- 
ment of the heirs, April 15, 1684, which shows 
that his widow, Rebecca Poore, and ten others 
had shares. * A grandchild, Mary Pearson, 
had six shillings. We find that a Mary Poore 
married Samuel Pearson, Dec. 6, 1670, and 
they had a daughter Marj-; I suppose her 
mother died at the time of her birth, and hence 
they (Samuel and Rebecca,) named their last 
daughter Mary, who married John Stickney as 
above." 

Samuel Poore,^ bom 1623; came from Wilt- 
shire, England ; m. Rebecca ; settled at In- 
dian Hill, in Newbury, Mass., in 1638. It 
seems that his house was near Pillsburj-'s, ac- 
cording to an old memorandum, '*to seat the 
watch of five men A night Begining att Sam- 
uel Poore's and Job Pillsbury's houses etc." 
He died Dec, 31, 1683.

built another honse on the broad turn road, 
about the same distance from Dunstan; two 
houses have since been built on the site of the 
old homestead, the present one being occupied 
by his great-jfrandchildren, James Thurston 
and some of his sisters. He was an itinerant 
shoemaker, going from house to house in the 
winter, and making all the shoes for the family, 
as was the custom in those days. He died in 
1830 and she in 1882; both were buried in the 
family graveyard on the farm.

Charles Pine,' bom in England ; was one of 
: the seven who came from L\Tin, Mass., in a 

!i sloop, and made the second settlement of Scar- 

« borough, Maine, on Pine Point, w^hich was 

named after him, in 1702. He was constable 

in 1726; m. Grace ; his will was dated Ocl. 

17, 1752; and probated July 2, 1753; he was 
buried May 10, 1753. Mrs. Pine was admit- 
ted to full communion wnth the 1st Parish, 
June 2, 173-t and to the 2nd Apr. 1, 1745; she 
was the first person buried in Dunstan ceme- 
terj'. The name is often spelled Pyne. 

The following interesting sketch of Charles 
Pine was written by the Hon. A. P. Moulton, 
of Portland, Me., a descendant of Pine.

**In the full of 1702 nevrti iiihi i;ame troin Salem in u sloop, and 
built a KarriKOii hoiine on ranimo«'kV or I*ront'H Neck. Tht-s** 
were the pioneers of the neooncl and ]>ermanent Kottieinent of the 
town. Four or' th»»He were n;nn»Mi l/ibby. atid oiio i^arrabee: they 
had donbtless live<Hn'it» in tliH first settlenu'nt. With them (%-nn«» 
(me Blooil, oi whom litth* is known, an«l (.'harlen Pine reported to 
have befn the owner of tli»* sloop. Aronnd the name of l*ine have 
clung traditions somewhat mystHHous and romantic. andask«*t<'h 
oi him, mea>r**r though it mast n»fH»ssarily be, may not Im* entirely 
without interest. Of theorijrin »>f IMne nothinjr in known further 
than that he was ati KnKb\^hninn. It has l»*»en ass«*i-t4»d that he 
cumefrom Lon<lon, but wiihont proof' so far as I can learn. The 
imperfH;t lists of enii^:rants who left Enjrl»nid do not j4:ive his name. 
Thin 18 not rennirkable ns by fnr t\\^ lar^frT portion loft without re- 
|N>rtinir to the aiuthoritiw there. Pine was a rottklesH, daring 
young fellow, and he, with itirhard Ilnnniwell the famous Indian 
killer of Scarboroujrh, wer«' the heroes of the early settlemi'ut. 

**The year that Pine went to Si-arborouffh. 17<>2, (^ucf^n Anne's 
war commenc*eil, and the Indians wore very hostile. There wasn4> 
nettled |H*ace with thnm until after 172.'>. Dnrinp: tliene yeai*s th** 
inhabitants rpnmini^d ronvenif^ntly near th»* garrison JiouHes at 
Black Point and the .NiM'k. The first garrison was built on the 
wenterly shore of the NiKtk between tliH West Point and tMieck«»ly 
houses, as now IcHMiteil. (1H<M>.) Hore, in 170H, thelittlecompany, 
nanibering only ei^lit IHMX4U1S. w*M'H besie^red by five hnndrefl In- 
dians, witli some Ki-ench assistants from the Norridjj;ewock s«»ttlH- 
ment. The deaflly ac<rnracy of tli»* s»«t titers* jruns kept the sava^rns 
at bay, bur. cr«H*pinf^ under the st^^p banks bf*nearli, anil ont of 
ran>?»», they bejj:an to undermine thf*fort. A violent rain caused 
the top OI the mine to fall, expcjsin.ir the workers to th*» fin* of the 
fort, and the Indians nbandonetl thnir undertakinjr and withdn^w. 
The ravine whm* the di^^in^ was tUnu* is still apparent. 

**For Pine and Kunniwf^ll the Indians entertained aHUi^ertttitioas 
terror. Pine was aware of this t»*elin^ u)K>n their part, and this 
oeconnts for actions of his that otherwise would seem utteHy fool- 
j hardy. On oneoccaHion, it is said, he went entirely alone and 

; concealed hinis«*lf in a deserted house scmie tlire«> mih's distant 

from the fort, where the Indians were in the habit of holding ni^ht* 
l.v powows. Hfr» carried as was usual with him. two muskets. 
With the shades of ni^ht the band ciiine in halian tile, and, asthey 
reached the door, Pine fired, instantly killing two. The n-st wait- 
ed for no exolanatitais. Init disap|ieared in the darkness before he 
could brin^ his sec«)n(l ^\u\ to Iw'ar. Havin;^: strip|»e<l thedoad sav- 
ages of their e<piipments. he took his solitary march back t.o his 
comradi*s in tite fort. 

**.\nother story, handed down with some variations is, that the 
Imlians weivin the habit of comin^r out upon th»* beach iM'ycmd 
}ininHhot reach of the fort, and tht-re damrin^, yi'llinjj and defyinu: 
the whites with insullinK wonls and jjestui-es to eome out aiul

th4' story with much irl»*<*. nanu*d. in nantiwd parhuuM'. his**HttTn." 
l*inf. from his hiding* pla<-»., sfUl his unerrinjr bulk't to the pr«H*is«» 
s|K>t indinitwi. killing' the Indian, and the n*st of the band, with a 
howl oi terror, f1e<l from tii««ir solitary foe. 

••After the Indian hostilities had (inieted somewhat. IMne mov«»<1 
to the plai-e across the bay from the n«ik where the waters o: tin* 
'Scarborough river and the oe»'an have formed a sandy point. 
Here, for some yeai-s, he mad*' his home, and from him it has its 
pn^r^ent nana' of Pine, or nion* properly, "MMne's Point.'' He was 
living there probably in 172^) when he was nmde constadile of 
Scarborough. Asi'arly as 1721 he had bought a tract oi' hind 
above Dunstun, and from this time the ret^ords disclose quite fn*- 
qaeut conveyaiici's to him nnd by him : in these In* is styled hous*»- 
wriglit. joiner, amd carpent»*r. Aster the fnrlians were partially 
subdued, but still turbulent and dangerous. Pine built a house on 
the southern bank oi" tln' Noiisu*h river, sometlve mih's from tin'

English i'anuly, and that he chose to leave his ancestral home an«1 
adopt a banter's life in the wilderness of Maine. It is said that 
everj' yearremittiuices eame to him from his Knglish relations. 
and that tliis accounts for his larif** a(H.*umulation of property, 
which could hardl.v have b^-en ex| netted from i\ man devoted mon» 
to his rifle than to his plow. Many oi his de>iet*mlants now iM'lievi' 
that somewhere in the city of London is one of those vast fort un«*s

Daniel Merrill Thurston,^ (Daniel," Thom- 
as,* (Abner,^ Abner,' James,- Daniel,') son of 
Daniel and Sarah ( Merrill ) Thurston, of Scar- 
borough, Me.; born there Oct. 31, 1801, in the 
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old Jewett house, about a mile from the Thurs- 
ton homestead, on the road which branches 
from that on which the homestead stood, to- 
ward Portland ; his father carried on this place 
one 3"ear, then moved onto the road running? 
from Portland to Boston, on the Daniel Mer- 
rill place, where they lived nine years; while 
here he went to school at Dunstan Comer, to 
which place his parents moved in 1811, livinjf 
three years on Dr. Southgate's farm, after 
which they lived on the place of Captain Cutts 
in the lower part of Biddeford, on theseacoast. 
Here he went to a winter school, in which the 
studies usual in a ''deestrict" school of that 
day, reading, writing, and arithmetic were 
taught. In 1818 the\' went on the old home- 
stead ; here he passed the rest of his boj^hood, 
much as country bo\'s are wont, working on 
the farm in summer, going to school in winter, 
attending the old-fashioned huskings, apple- 
parings, quilting-bees and the like, with occa- 
sionalh' an evening sp)ent in skating. In those 
early days when books and newspapers were 
scarce, the evenings were enlivened by telling 
stories around the blazing tires in the huge old- 
fashioned fire places. Ghost stories were fa- 
vorites. As there was considerable supersti- 
tiou in those days, marvelous stories were 
firmly believed by many. These stories had 
their eflfeifl on the nerves of the young, so much 
so, that it caused them to draw nearer to the 
circle around the fire, and required considera- 
ble courage to venture to the back part of the 
room even ; to go alone to the garret, or pass 
a graveyard after nightfall, was anything but 
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aj^reeable. One nijfht Mr. Thurston was go- 
ing home from Biddeford Neck ; he had to pass 
a place on the beach where some shipwrecked 
mariners were buried ; he was n little nervous, 
and eyes and ears were on the alert to catch 
an\' sight or sound. When nearly abreast of 
the graves, he heard a sound that caused '*ev- 
erv particular hair to stand on end," much re- 
sembling the sigh that a spirit might be sup- 
posed to utter, whose mortal existence had 
ended so sadK'. The cold chills ran down his 
back, and he was about to run, when, to his 
great relief, he discovered that a cow hnng 
near had caused his fright, by taking a long 
breath. 

He lived with his grandfather Thomas dur- 
ing the winter of 1814-15, and worked at shoe 
making on the old homestead. In the spring 
he went to sea, shipping in Saco, on the sloo]) 
Maria, Capt. Benson, for Boston ; Capt. Fos- 
ter took command there, and ran from Boston 
to Bangor during the season, doing a general 
freighting business. He lived that winter at 
St. George, Me., with Capt. Foster, who died 
in the spring ; he left the sloop and ran a while 
with Capt. Smith of Bidckford, then on the 
schooner Ant, Capt Milliken, of Scarboro, to 
Newport, R. I. The next winter he staid at 
home and went to a private school, taught b\- 
parson Tilton, where he studied navigation. 
In 1820 he went to Halifax with Capt. Gaines, 
a regular tyrant, and then with the same from 
Saco to Washington, I). C. Made one or two 
trips to Beverly^ with Capt. Stan wood. 1821 
fotmd him with Capt. El>en. Dyer, in the sloop 
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Favorite, running!: from Portland to Alexan- 
dria, Va. At home during the winter. In the 
spring of 1822 shipped as mate of the schoon- 
er Aretus, Capt. Eben, Dyer, Went to Saint 
Andrews, X. B.; there they took in a cargo of 
Jamaica mm and Pimento, carried it to Saint 
Thomas, one of the West India islands, belong- 
ing then, I think, to Sweden, where they dis- 
charged it, took it al)oard again sailed to Ma- 
chias. Me., where it was again discharged and 
reloaded, and went to Boston where it was 
finally disposed of. The object of this round- 
about way of carrA'ing it was to avoid the 
payment of duties, which were excessive, or the 
restrictions were such as to i)revent the diredl 
importation of it. Saint Thomas being neu- 
tral ground, made the evasion possible. After 
this he went to Baltimore and back, with 
Capt. Pierce of Portland. Late in the fall he 
went to Trinidad in the brig Fountain, Capt. 
Samuel Waterhouse, a jollj' old fellow, with a 
tremendous nose, of which he would sometimes 
say, **as plain as the nose on my face." The 
Fountain was a verv uneasy craft in rough 
weather, of which they had a great deal on this 
voyage ; she would roll so that her yard-arms 
would dip in the sea; for three days the sea 
broke over her deck in such a way that they 
could cook nothing; the dead lights were stove 
in and the boats torn from her stem and bad- 
ly smashed. They had a deck load of boards, 
and when the wind would get under the end 
of one, it would send it up into the rigging ; 
they commenced to throw over the deck load, 
but the sea growing less violent, they saved 
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part of it. Arrived in Portland in May, 182^. 
He then made a voyaj^^e to the island of Mar- 
tinique, in the sehooner Mount Vernon, Capt- 
Howell, of Portland, Me., and made the pon 
of Saint Pierre. The water in that harl)or i- 
very bold, and vessels at anchor there lie side 
bj" side, close together, with one anchor ahen " 
toward the sea, and one on the shore, depen(:- 
ing larjjely on the trade wind to kee]) their, 
from the shore. The wind chanj^ed to tlK 
west however, while they were there, and in- 
creased to a jfale. One schooner being read; 
for sea, slipix^d her cable and went out before 
the gale reached its height ; her cable was tak- 
en on board the Mt. Vernon. Out of forty- 
two sail of ships, brigs and schooners, only 
one was saved, a brig so deeply laden that the 
the wind had comi)arativel\' little effeClon her. 
All of the rest were driven ashore, crashing 
against and tearing each other terribly, cover- 
ing the beach \Anth immense piles of wreckage, 
in hopeless confusion. The Mt. Vernon went 
ashore head on, and the crew, watching their 
opportunity, lo\vered themselves from the enr. 
of the bowsprit to the beach. The United 
States consul took care of the American sail- 
ors, providing wavs to send them home. Mr. 
Thurston and three others were put on the 
schooner Rambler, Capt. Andrews, of Prov- 
idence, R. I., which had touched at St. Pierre, 
on her way to St. Bartholomew. On arriving 
at St. Barts. the consul at that place provid- 
ed clothing for the men, they having lost all 
but that which they had on at the time of the 
wreck. The Rambler being short of men, Mr,

Thurston shipped on her and sailed to Charles- 
ton, S. C. While Ivinji: ^t anchor here, he ac- 
cidentally fell overboard and came near losing 
his life ; the tide was running very strong, and 
soon took him a long way from the vessel ; no 
one had seen him as he fell, and he could make 
no one hear; finally, his hat was discovered 
on the deck, a boat was sent in search of him, 
and he was picked up nearly exhausted. Went 
from there to Havana. When within about 
twelve hours sail of the Moro Castle at Ha- 
vana, they discovered a sail close under the 
land, in a little creek, which the\' suspected to 
be a i)irate, not a ver^- pleasant discovery, as 
the motto of the i^irates in those daj's was, 
*'Dead men tell no tales." Consequently whole 
crews were murdered in cold blood, or made to 
walk a plank : a plank being proje<5led over 
the rail of the vessel, the victim blind-folded, 
placed on it with his face toward the sea and 
told to walk ; of course, when the end was 
reached he plunged into the ocean. They ver\' 
soon found their suspicions true, and could see 
that she was aiming to cut them off; all sail 
was crowded on the Rambler, and the sails 
were wet to make them hold more wind, in or- 
der to escape, but the pirate was a fast sailer, 
a long, low, black, rakish schooner, with one 
gun amidships, and was full of men. She kept 
gaining on the Rambler ; it was a race for life 
or death, with the chances largely in favor of 
the latter. The mate went below and brought 
up some rusty muskets, determined to sell his 
liie as dearly as he could, but the captain, see- 
ing the utter hopelessness of the case, laughed

at him. A schooner that they espied ahead of 
them in the early mominj? was a much poorer 
sailer than the Rambler, which had p:ained on 
her very much; her wake was fnll of lumber 
which had been thrown over to liphten lier. 
The pirate gained on the Rambler till she «^ot 
so near that they could see the fiends on her, 
when a flash from her gun was seen, a shot 
came whizzing over their heads, carrying ter- 
ror to their hearts, and the\' thought their 
time had come; the shot however, fell in the 
sea l^eyond them, doing no harm to them, but 
burning a large hole in one of the sails of the 
pirate, thereby impeding their progress so 
much, that, as they were now nearing Moro 
Castle, and perhaps. fearing some man-of-war 
might be in the harbor, thej' hauled on the 
wind and gave up the chase. It seemed that 
Providence had saved them when they had 
given all up as lost, and hope had fled. From 
Havana to Providence, thence home. In 1824 
he shipped as mate on the schooner Packet 
Margaret -for Antigua. The first night out 
the captain was ver\' drunk and carried so 
much sail in a head beat sea, as to spring the 
mainmast, and they had to put into St. Bar- 
tholomew.to repair damages. After returning 
to Portland, he went to sea in Sept., 1824-, in 
the schooner Sally, Capt. John Liscomb, of 
Portland, Me. Went to Jamaica, Mobile and 
Havana ; from there to Boston with a cargo 
of molasses, and then to Portland. After re- 
fitting, took a cargo of plaster from Eastport, 
Me. to Georgetown, D. C; from there to Nor- 
folk, Va.; a cargo of com meal and staves to 
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the island of Tobago, and a cargo of rum from 
thence to Norfolk, Va. They then sailed tip 
Pamlico and Albemarle Sounds into a portion 
of the Great Dismal Swamp of Virginia, which 
has been made famous by Mrs. Stowe's " Dred/' 
Took staves to Antigua. When out about 
four da\'S the Sally sprang aleak, and leaked 
all the way. One day a swordfish drove his 
sword into the Salh', breaking it off on the 
outside ; he probably mistook her for a whale. 
The sword penetrated a three-inch oak plank, 
the point showing on the inside. The shock 
was very plainly felt by the crew. Having 
very unfavorable weather, they were twenty- 
five days making Curacoa, several hundred 
miles to leeward of their destination, which 
they were fifteen days more in reaching, with 
bad weather all the way. Returned to Nor- 
folk, thence to Barbadoes and New York. He 
left the Sally at Portland, having been in her 
twenty-two months. In the brig Elizabeth, 
Capt. Jones, to New York, Charleston and 
back to Portland in 1826. He then worked 
in a rigging loft. 

About this time he met at the house of Dea- 
con Ira Tibbetts, who had married Sally Mer- 
rill, the daughter of Mr. Thurston's unde Levi, 
Miss Jane Moore Tibbetts, a sister to Dea- 
con Ira. She was the daughter of John and 
Marj' ( Moore ) Tibbetts. She was bom Julv 
11, 1805, in New^eld, xVIaine. Mr. Thurston 
was married to her Sept. 29, 1826. 

In 1829 he went to Surinam, as mate of the 
old brig Fountain, Capt. Samuel VVaterhouse. 
On the out-bound passage he had the care of a 
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tame bear, which became verj' much attached 
to him; the bear was sold on his arrival at 
Surinam, and one day as Mr. Thurston was 
passinpf one of the streets he saw the bear fast- 
ened to a post; the bear made <jreat demon- 
strations of joy at the sight of him, huj^ging 
him, much to the consternation of the Span- 
iards, who, not knowing the circumstances, 
expe<?ted to see him killed. When Mr. Thurs- 
ton left him, the bear actually shed tears. On 
his return to Portland, he worked at rigging 
till the fall of 1831, when he went into Daniel 
Winslow's pro\nsion store, and packing house ;^ 
when he had been here about three years, he 
had the entire charge of this large establish- 
ment given him; he remained here till 1839. 
Was steward of the steamer Portland, plying 
between Portland and Boston, for a while. 
With Bradbury Dearborn through the winter, 
in the provision business, then again on the 
Portland as mate. He went into the provision 
business for himself in 1840, under the old Pe- 
ter Warren house, 347, Fore Street, between 
Lime and Silver. In 1843 he sold this and 
went into the ^-iclualling house under the old 
Bethel, at the head of Long and Commercial 
Wharves, on Fore Street, in company with 
Daniel Gill. In 1849 he bought the business 
of B. Dearborn and run it in connection with 
the vidlualling house. He was a member of 
the Common Council when Commercial Street 
was laid out, and voted for that measure, to 
which there was much opposition at that time. 
He lived in the Warren house, above mention- 
ed, from 1830 to 1835; on Chatham Street, 
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second house from the head on right side, look- 
ing toward the harbor; built a house nearly 
opposite in 1836; sold this in 1840, and went 
back to the Warren house ; while living here, 
spent one summer in the Lee house at the Fer- 
rj', on Cape Elizabeth, for the benefit of Mrs. 
Thurston's health. In 184-6 he built a house 
on Saint Lawrence street, on Munjoy's Hill, 
from which there was an extensive and beau- 
tiftil, view embracing the city, harbor, islands, 
lighthouses, forts, a strip of the ocean and a 
distant glimpse of the White Mountains. He 
afterwards had a store under one house, he 
ha^nng built another at the same point. 

April 3rd, 1855, he, in company with about 
twenty friends and neighbors, including his 
sons John and Sumner, started to make homes 
in Minnesota. Of the rest of the party, Mr. 
Wm. Hoit, his son Thomas, and a Mr. Miller, 
were all that remained in the state long. Ar- 
rived at Galena on the 10th, and found that 
Lake Pepin was not yet open; after waiting 
here a few daj^s, they started up the river on 
the steamer Galena, Capt. Russell Blakeley ; ar- 
rived at the foot of the lake on the 14th, and 
walked by it, a distance of thirty miles, to near 
where Red Wing now is, stopping Saturday 
night at a log house where Lake City was af- 
terward built ; here we slept fourteen in a bed, 
(on the floor,) and had nothing but com bread 
and salt pork to eat. Took passage on the 
old steamer Luella, and arrived in Saint Paul 
in the early morning of Tuesda\% April 17. He 
stopped a few daj^s at the old American House 
on upper Third street, went to St. Anthonj-, 
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prosi^ecled a little at Anoka, then went to 
Lakeville, Minn., where he stuck the stakes for 
his '*claim" on a hiph hill, in the N. E. quarter of 
section 28,Township of Lake\nlle, on April 30. 
He staked a claim for his son John on the 
north of his, and one on the east for Sumner at 
the same time. He kept a hotel for about a 
year in Gov. Ramse^^'s old house, in St. Paul, 
the New Enjjland House; it stood on the 
south side of Third street, about 150 feet east 
of Robert. He broke about fourteen acres of 
land for himself the first summer, and some for 
the bo3's; he built a claim shant\' of boards on 
John's land, ten In' fourteen feet, just h\gh 
enough to stand in, with one door and a sash 
of eight by ten glass ; made a pen on the earth 
in it, and filled this with straw to sleep on; one 
night the roof blew off, leaving the sleei>ers, 
Sumner, and his neighbors, the Pratts, expos- 
ed to the furj* of a terrific thunder shower. 
The first winter he built a log cabin in the 
woods at the head of Prairie Lake for the pur- 
pose of getting out fiiel and fencing, Sumner, 
assisted by a hired man, and later, by John, 
cutting the timber, his father hauling it, a dis- 
tance of five miles, three of it on the lake. Put 
an addition to the shanty in the spring, John, 
and Sumner with his wife living with him. A 
small and poor croi> was raised by him this 
year that did not pay expenses. Built a house 
that year, which has since burned. Ver\' hard 
times came in 1857; wildcat monej* l^ecame 
worthless, and he was the happiest who had 
the least of it. We had paid high prices for ev- 
erything, $2.50 for wheat, $1.25 for oats, etc. 
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^ In the fall we could sell nothing for money, and 

r could get but little goods for grain. Every- 

' body got ragged ; thty patched their clothes ; 

the patches got ragged ; the3^ then patched the 
patches; this was continued till it was difficult 
to tell which was the original material in the 
garment. He lived in Minneapolis a short 
time, where his wife died in 1860. The first 
Episcopal service in the western part of Da- 
kota County was held in his house by the Rev. 
Dr. Breck, in the early summer of 1861, fol- 
lowed In' Rev. T. Wilcoxson, who came month- 
ly after that. Mr. Thurston was confirmed bv 
the Rt. Rev. H. B. Whipple in 1862. He was 
senior warden of the Church of the Advent, 
in Farmington, for many 3^ears. While his 
sons were in the army, Mr. Thurston had the 
oversight of their farms, working his own, and 
a part of the time John's. In 1864 he was 
cut in the ankle by a mower, which confined 
him to the house for many months, and lamed 
him for life. He sold his farm to John in 1865, 
living \\4th him afterward till his death, helj)- 
ing him in the drug store, taking charge of it 
part of the time. He remained hale and hearty 
nearly to the time of his death, which occurred 
\ Sept. 7, 1881, when nearly eighty- years of age. 
\ He died instantl3' of heart failure. He was a 
kind husband and father, agood neighbor, and 
a devout Christian. The following extradls 
show the estimation in which he was held in 
the community :

His well-s|M'iit 
lifeAvas simply exhausteil— his system worn out— ^uid he di»il in 
peace with all men, and without a stru^e. It would se«Mn thtit 
neither in his lite nor his death wjts there anything much torejxret. 
H in modest eounte wuh run with cnMlit, and when Ins ui^'fulness 
for this life was endinl, he laid down to that quiet n*st, which is 
the final boon to all the race.'*

•* Daniel M. Thurston, one of the first settlers and olch»st church 
memlM'rHin this vicinity, die<l on Wi'dnesday, the 7Mi iiist., at tie* 
age of 80 yea i-s. He came to this State in lM.'i5, taking a farm in 
Lakeville. At bin coming ht? fouml a country almost entin'ly un- 
settled, and lived to see tin* wild lauds eultivated and dotted over 
with houses, tine farms, thriving vilhijL;;es and railroads. In lH(i(> 
he sold his farm and tln^n lived with his son John, assisting him in 
the drug burtinetM at Farmington, until a short tinin before his 
death. Mr. Thurnton wuh contirmed by ISisiiop Whipple at an 
early date; he wiw for many years, one ot' the .wardens of the 
church, and by the constnentious dis<!hargc of his dntit^s, both in 
that capacity and as an individual member, he did a great deal to 
further the best intereuts of the church, (iuirtly industrious, of 
high integrity of character, kindness of heart, and possi'ssi**! of 
sterling good »Mi8e, our departed brother gaiin^ the friendship 
and esteem of all who knew him. He passed away without pain 
or struggle, sinking peac«»fully into the arms of llim who givfth 
His belovMl Ble(^p. His course of faith nin, his useful life end«'d, he 
is now partaker with thos4» of whom it is written: ' lih'sseil are 
thedeaa who die in the Lord; ev«'n so saith the spirit, for they

TIBBETTS FAMILY. 
The name is spelled Thibault, Thibaut, Tib- 
aid, Tibbitts, Tibbetts, Tibbets, Tibjt, Tibbit, 
Tibits, Tippet, Tcbbets, Tebbits, Tcbut and 
Tebuts. In Froissart we find Thibaut of St. 
Crispin, Thibaut de Marneil, Thibaut of Bo- 
denay and Thibaut du Pont; also the Ab- 
bey of St. Thibaut; so it would seem that the 
name has been canonized. Simon Tibald, or 
Simon de Sudbury, Archbishop of Canterbur\% 
and Chancellor of England, was beheaded by 
' . the Jackstraws. 

Henry Tibbets,* bom 1596, in England, 
came to America in 1635, from London, Eng- 
land, in the ship James, with Eliza, aged 39, 
and Remembrance, aged 28. Eliza may have 
been his first wife, as it is evident he had two, 
for we find he **had by wife Marj', Rebecca, 
who married Thomas Nock.'* Remembrance 
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maj' have been his sister. In the ship's clear- 
ance he is called shoemaker. He sui)])orte(l the 
jurisdidlion of Massachusetts in l()fi5. He 
had a a grant of a house lot on D. N. (Dover 
Neck?) in 1643, ])ot:nded on the east by Wm. 
Furbur's, north by John Heard's, south by 
George Watson's and west by the common; 
he had a large grant of land in 1656, between 
'*St. Albans and Quamphegar;" he was taxed 
in 1675; in 1679 '* Widow Tippet and Jeremi 
Tippit, her son," were taxed instead* *'12th 
Nov., 1677, it is agreed by Mar\' Tippit and 
Jeremy Tippet, her son, that her 3'oungest son 
shall serve his uncle, Matthew Austin." He 
died probably in 1678.

Ebexezer Moore,- (John,' )son of John and 
Jane ( Boothby ) Moore, bom al^out 174G; m.

• to Master Henr\' A. Jones' ^animar sehool on 
Conp^ess street, next to the old cemetery, and 
lastly to Deacon Jose})h Libl)e\', in the high 
school. His father was one of the ** enrolled 
militia," and was required to be present on 
muster day, or send a substitute; on one occa- 
sion when John was al)out six or se\'en years 
old, he sent him to the muster, *' fully armed, 
and equipi>ed '' with an old king's arms flint- 

• lock musket, all he could carry, belt, cartridj^^e 
box, priming wire and brush. He took his 
place in the ranks, and answered **here, '' in 
his shrill treble, much to the merriment, of the 
soldiers. He was a]>prcnticed to Daniel Free- 

, man, to learn the machinist's trade in 184-8. 

After leaving Freeman, he was employed b\' 
his father in the provision business. In 1852 

I he went into the paint store of Charles Fobes ; 

I he worked in the Portland Comi)any's works 

i| from 1853 to 1855. During the winter of 1855 

he taught two terms of a singing school with 
good success. In 1855 he went to Minnesota, 
in company with his father and brother; for 
an account of the trij) see page 31. On his ar- 
rival at St. Paul, after working a few days 
for Charles \V. Williams, a sign painter, he 
went to work in Frank Oilman's machine shop, 
on the corner of Sixth and Broadway streets, 
which was the iirst in the cit\', if not in the 
state. He took a claim, the southeast quarter 
of section 21, Township of Lakeville, Minn. 
In the fall lie was fl<'igman on a survey of the 
Minnesota & N. W. Railway, ( which was not 
built for many years, if at all ); the proposed 
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line run from St. Paul to St. Anthony, thence 
to Stillwater and Ta\'lor's Falls. He spent 
the latter part of the winter of 1856, p^etting 
out wood and fencing, living in the hut at the 
head of Prairie Lake. He lived with his father 
till his marriage, then in the west end of his 
father's house, until his log cabin was read\'. 
Although the times were verv hard, the people 
seemed to enjo\' themselves with parties, sing- 
ing schools, picnics, etc. During the winter of 
1859, they had a club dance in the unfinished 
upper story of his father's house, some of the 
people coming fifteen miles, they offcen being 
acquainted at that distance. In 1861 a militia 
company was formed, Capt. Robert S. Donald- 
son, Lieuts. James H. Donaldson and Pascal 
M. Dyar, which Mr. Thurston joined, and this 
afterward became the nucleus of Co. C, Fourth 
Minnesota Volunteer Infantry; in this he, 
with his brother Sumner, enlisted Sept. 25, 
1861. After a few weeks stay at Fort Snell- 
ing, the company went to Fort Ripley, where 
he spent the winter, his family being with him. 
He was confirmed there according to the rites 
of the Episcopal Church, bv the Rt. Rev.. Bish- 
op Whipple, Jan. 10, 1862. Early in April, 
the regiment was assembled at Fort Snelling, 
and shortly tiiken to St Louis and quartered 
in Benton Barracks. The\' then went to Pitts- 
burgh Landing, making a raid from Paris 
Landing on the way. He was at the siege of 
Corinth. In June went into camp at Clear 
Creek, Miss., where he was detailed as a mu- 
ician in the brass band. Moved camp to Ja- 
cinto, Aug. 7 ; as they were leaving this place. 
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the boys in the band found a box of condemn- 
ed revolver cartridges, partialh' buried it, and 
scraped some fire over it ; when it went off, the 
the bo3''s were a long way from it, and asmuch 
astonished as anybody ; it sounded like a vol- 
ley of musketrj^ and Col. Sanborn with his 
staff went tearing in that direction, expecting, 
perhaps, an attack. He was in the battle of 
luka, Sept. 19, and that of Corinth, Oct. 3 and 
4. Eharing this battle, while out with a com- 
rade after a wounded captain, a charge from a 
rebel skirmisher came so close, that he heard a 
part of it whistle over his head, and the rest 
on either side ; probably the charge was that 
of the old Springfield musket, composed of a 
ball and three buckshot. At Wolf river they 
had a grand review by Generals Grant, Mc 
Pherson and Quimby. The^' then made a 
trip to Cold water. Holly Springs and a lit- 
tle distance below Oxford, when the\' were bj^ 
the surrender of Holly Springs, obliged to turn 
back; from there to Memphis, Tenn. After a 
trip to Lafaj'ette, back to White's Station, 
near Memphis. While here he was detailed to 
go into the oflice of the regimental quarter- 
master. Started on the steamer Louisiana, 
tor Lake Providence, La., and stopped a few 
miles above at Woolfork's Landing, thence on 
the 7th to a sandbar about four miles below 
Helena, Ark. Here they had *'sand" enough, 
sand in their eyes, sand in their hair, and sand 
in their food, in fact, sand in everything. On 
the 14th they entered the. Ya;coo Pass on the 
steamer J. S. Pringle,and went down the Cold- 
water and TxiUichatchic rivers to the junction 
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of the Tallahatchie and Yallabusha rivers, this 
being the head of the Yazoo. The expedition 
having proved a failure, the\' started back on 
the fourth of April, and were glad to see their 
old sandbar again. On the 13th, sailed down 
the river again on the Pringle, to Milliken's 
Bend, La. On the 23rd commenced the march 
to Richmond, La., and then bvwa}' of Smith's 
Plantation and New Carthage, to Bruinsburg, 
where they crossed the Mississippi. Having 
left all their transportation behind in crossing, 
and the quartermaster and commissary ser- 
geants with it, the duties of these officers fell 
on Mr. Thurston, who, wnth the quartermas- 
ter and the aid of details, supplied by foraging, 
teams and such other things as the regiment 
was in pressing need of. The movements of 
the troops were made with great celerity, and 
on this, to a great extent, depended their suc- 
cess. The battles of Port Gibson, Jackson, 
< where the brigade did nobly,) Champion Hills 
and others, were all fought in quick succession. 
After crossing the Big Black river on a bridge 
made of cotton bales, they marched to the rear 
of Vicksburg, and camped in sight of Fort Hill, 
near the centre of the line of investment ; while 
waiting here for Pemberton to starve, the di- 
rision made a raid to Mechanicsburg, Miss., 
burning almost everx'thing in their track ; cot- 
ton gins and presses, houses and negro quar- 
ters were all food for the flames, though the 
burning of the dwellings was not countenanced 
by the officers. On the 4th of July, 1803, the 
city of Vicksburg surrendered, giving the boys 
an opportunity to celebrate the national holi- 
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day in a most ja^lorious and exciting manner. 
General Sanborn has ver\' kindly written 
for us the following account of the entry of 
the first troops on that memoral^le day. , He 
was ^'^sited by General McPherson and staff', 
on the evening of the third, when the matter of 
who should wear the honors was discussed, 
and having commanded the column that day, 
is certainly in a position to know as much 
about this oft disputed matter as anyone; he 
writes: '*The First Brigade, Seventh Division, 
Seventeenth Army Corps, commanded by Col- 
onel John B. Sanborn, Fourth Minnesota Infan- 
tr\\ and the Third Brigade of the Third Divis- 
ion, (General Logan's,) of the same Cor])s, 
commanded by Colonel John D. Stevenscm, 
were on tlie evening of the third of July accord- 
ed the honors of the campaign by General Mc 
Pherson, commanding the Seventeenth Cor])s, 
who had received orders from (ieneral Grant 
to designate two brigades of his coq)s that had 
rendered the most conspicuous serv^ice during 
the campaign, to take possession ofVicksburg, 
and parole the prisoners of war. During the 
evenmg of the third and the earh- morning ot 
the fourth, every officer and soldier burnished 
their swords and muskets, and every one that 
had a new uniform, donned the same on the 
morning of the fourth. The Third Brigade of 
Logan's Division moved by the road that runs 
by Fort Hill, and Colonel Sani)om's Brigade 
bj' the road that entered the works a little to 
the left of the line he had occupied during the 
siege, and took the advance of the entire force 
entering Vicksburg, at the point within tlic 
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works where these two roads meet. This 
movement commenced as soon as the troops 
could be moved after breakfast, and advanced 
until the head of the column reached a point in , 
the street op])osite the Courthouse, where the 
whole column halted and stacked arms, at 
about ten o'clock. The column as it marched 
into Vicksburjj, and the whole scene was in- 
spiring to the last de«rree. The Fourth Minne- 
sota band led the column and played continu- 
ously, followed by the brigade commander and 
staff, the Fourth Minnesota in advance, and 
the other seven regiments of the two brigades 
following, all with arms at right shoulder 
shift, every musket blazing like fire in the sun, 
with the colors of every regiment floating in 
the breeze, and all the pomp and pageantry of 
war fully displayed, making as grand a spect- 
acle of pomp and power as could ever be wit- 
nessed." 

The General is positive about entering in the 
forenoon as he afterward took dinner in the 
city, wnth Colonel W. H. Stevens, a former 
client, and owner of j>roperty at Saint Paul, 
Minn. The two brigades camped among the 
prisoners, who were being paroled. As Mr. 
Thurston was riding in, he was accosted by a 
Johnny, who said, '* Halloo, Cap\ are you go- 
ing in to see our mule commissar^-? " making 
the statement that those in the city had been 
living on mule meat and bread made of meal 
composed of ])eas, ground with a small portion 
of com mixed with them. Mr. T. left the reg- 
iment here, having been detailed by General 
Grant, as qu art erni aster .sergeant of the 49th 
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U. S. Volunteers, (colored). Up to this time 
he had never been away from the command ex- 
cept on two occasions, when he was ill for a 
day or so. He was at the front in the battles 
of luka and Corinth; after these his duties 
kept him in the immediate rear with the trans- 
portation. On the 12th of Juh- he went to 
Milliken's Bend, La., to assume his new du- 
ties. He was appointed Second Lieutenant 
and Adjutant, Oct. 7, 18()3, and afterward 
promoted to First Lieutenant to date Jan. 1 5th, 
1864. Moved camp to Goodrich's Landin*^ 
Oct. 7. While here, they made their tents co- 
sy b}-- building brick chimneys and fireplaces to 
to them, but they had hardly finished them 
before the3' were ordered to move to Haines' 
Bluff, Miss. He resigned in March, 1864, af- 
fairs at home requiring his attention. On his 
way home, from Vicksburg, he travelled on five 
steamers, two railroads, two stages, a buggy, 
a lumber wagon, and went three miles on foot. 
He then moved his famil3' to his father's house, 
his father living with him the rest ot his life. 
His family had been living with his wife's fath- 
er. About the middle of August, he joined his 
old quartermaster, Thomas P. Wilson, who 
had just been promoted to be Capt. and A. 0. 
M., as his Chief Head Clerk, at Marietta, Ga. 
The captain was soon placed in charge of the 
Quartermaster's Department of the General 
Hospital of the Army of the Tennessee; when 
he left Atlanta for Savanna, he was assigned 
to the 4th Div. 17th Army Corps. Mr. Thurs- 
ton had from five to seven clerks under him. 
On leaving Atlanta, everything which could 
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be of value to the enemy was destroyed by fire 
and powder, making a scene of wild confusion. 
They left there on the fifteenth of November, 
and reached the rear of Savannah, December 9. 
The march **from Atlanta to the Sea," was 
a very pleasant one ; a strip of country, sixty 
miles wide was laid almost bare to subsist the 
army, and this movement was the death blow 
to the rebellion, as it severed the confederacy'' 
in twain once more. Fort McAllister was ta- 
ken on the twelfth, which was a great relief to 
the boys, as rations had run short ; as many 
as five dollars were offered for a single hard- 
tack. The troops entered Savannah on the 
twenty-first. While here there was a grand re- 
view of Sherman's arm\\ Jan. 13, 1865, went 
to Beaufort, S. C, on a steamer, and from 
there to Pocotaligo. On the first of February, 
commenced the march through the Carolinas ; 
reached Columbia, S. C. Feb. 16. The next 
ni^ht it blew a gale, and the city was nearly 
wiped out by fire. Through Cheraw, where a 
large amount of confederate property was de- 
stroj'cd, to Goldsboro, N. C, where they com- 
municated with the outside world again ; here 
Mr. Thurston heard of the birth of his son, Al- 
bert, who was then nearly two months old. 
They left the Fourth Di\4sion at this point and 
went to Newbem, N. C, where, being unas- 
signed, they had nothing to do, except to take 
a very pleasant trip on the new steamer Ed- 
ward Everett, of Boston, with but one person 
on board of her be^de the crew, their own 
mess and servants ; the trip lasted four days, 
cruising in Albemarle and Pamlico sounds. 
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They were then ordered to Alexandria, Va., on 
the steamer General Shepley, of Portland, Me., 
by the way of the Neuse River, Pamlico and Al- 
bemarle sounds, throujirh the Great Dismal 
Swamp, to Portsmouth and Norfolk, Va., 
touchinif at Fortress Monroe. The sail up the 
Chesap)eake bay and Potomac river was de- 
lightful; as they passd Mount Vernon, the 
steamer's bell was tolled in honor of the im- 
mortal Georjje, a custom observed by all ves- 
sels passing there. Arrived at Alexandria on 
the seventh of May, and not having much to 
do here for a month, he spent much time view- 
ing the various objects of great interest in and 
around Washington, visiting Mount Vernon, 
seeing the Grand Review, etc. On the fifth of 
June, the captain, his clerks and retinue, left 
Washington with 250 six-mule teams for Louis- 
ville, Ky. They travelled on the great Nation- 
al Pike as far as it had been built. The^^ spent 
the Fourth of July in Richmond, Ind., and their 
darkies and mules formed quite a feature in the 
procession which they were invited to join. 
The next camp was at Cambridge City, the 
place where his second wife was born and liv- 
ed till her marriage, and where her future hus- 
band saw her for the first time. The train laid 
two nights there, and during the intervening 
day, Miss Mosbaugh, with some friends that 
were visiting her, went through the camp, at- 
tradled, as were hundreds of others, by the un- 
usual scene, to see the little of army life that 
chance had thrown in her way. Mr. Thurs- 
ton, as was the custom with the gentlemen at 
headquarters, showed them the points of inter- 
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est about the headquarters and camp, little 
dreaming that one who should share his joys 
aud sorrows for such a long period, was in his 
presence. Later, an in\4tation was sent to Mr. 
Thurston to bring a friend, take tea and spend 
the evening at her home ; accordingly, he took 
Captain Wilson with him, and spent a very 
agreeable evening. He did not see her again 
till he went to claim her as his bride, of which, 
more hereafter. Leaving Cambridge Citj' the 
next morning, they went by Indianapolis to 
Jefferson ville, Ind., where 500 teams more 
were turned over to them. While there he dis- 
bursed over sixty thousand dollars for wages. 
Headquarters went to Saint Louis by rail, and 
trains by river; thence b\' steamers to Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas, where the property- 
was turned over. He had the option of going 
to Denver with the captain, but chose to go 
home, which he did about the middle of Sep- 
tember. Many of the party with whom he 
would have gone, were killed by the Indians 
in crossing the plains. After he got home, he 
bought his father's farm. His oldest son died 
about the middle of August, before his return, 
and his youngest, in October, shortly after, of 
typhoid fever, his mother being sick with it at 
the time, and of which she died shortly after. 
Her father died of the same disease about four 
weeks later in the same house. Mr. Thurston 
was thus suddenly deprived of nearly all his 
family in a few short months. In February, 
1866, went to work in the machine shop of the 
Minnesota Central Railway, (now a part of 
the Iowa & Minnesota Division of the Chica- 
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gfo, Mil. & St. P. R. R.,) in Minneapolis. Durr 
mg the winter, he wrote to Miss Mosbaugh 
desiring a correspondence, which was opened 
afterreferences were sent, and which resulted in 
their being united in marriage, Juh' 18, 1866, 
at Cambridge City, Indiana. Lived on the 
farm one season, then sold it in June, 1868, 
and went into the drug business in Farmington, 
in company- with L. P. Fluke, bu\4ng his half 
later. Went into the railway mail service, on 
the route from Hastings to Carv^er, afterward 
to Glencoe, March 1, 1872; he was the first 
postal clerk on this line; went on the route 
from St. Paul to N. McGregor in 1875; he 
resigned in 1877; he retained the drug busi- 
ness, his father taking charge of it in his ab- 
sence. In 1876 he built a new store on Third 
street, moving the old one in the rear and fit- 
ting it as a residence. Moved the house in 
1881, to Lot 1, Block 2, Humphrey's Addition. 
In 1883 he started a weekly newspaper 
in Farmington, called ''The Reporter." In 
company with Frank A. Weld, he bought the 
Farmington Press, uniting it with the Report- 
er in June, and called the new paper the Farm- 
ington Journal. The partnership not proving 
satisfactory, the business was divided the next 
spring, Mr. Weld taking the paper, and Mr. T. 
the drug store. He sold his store in 1884, and 
his drug business in 1885. He bought wheat 
in Belle Plaine, Minn., for two 3^ears. He 
went into the mail service again, Februarj- 14, 
1890, on the Hastings and Cologne route, and 
July 1, 1891 was made manager of the U. S. 
Railway Mail printing office for the Tenth Div- 
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ision,at Saint Paul, Minn. Moved there, Mav 
15,1894..

The ancestors of Mrs. Louise von B. Thurs- 
ton as far as \vc know, were named de Bean- 
fort, van Vrybergen, Schorer, van Kruj^ne, 
(pronounced van (^rruy-nav, ) von Bauer, Marx, 
Rasp and Mosbaugh. 

DE BEAUFORT FAMILY. 
The name of Beaufort, or de Beaufort, ( for 
they are the same,) is an illustrious one in Eng- 
land, France and the Netherlands. Evidently, 
its origin is French, signif\4ng a beautiful, (or 
strong) fort. Nicholas, in his County Fami- 
lies of Wales, in writing of the present Duke 
of Beaufort, says; *'The descent of this noble 
house is from the royal line of Plantagenet, 
through John of Gaunt, (son of Edward III, 
of England, whose natural children begotten 
by Catharine Swinford, ( whom he afterward 
married, were all legitimatized by an act of 
Parliament, and caused by their father to be 
called by the name of Beaufort, after the castle 
of Beaufort, in Anjou, where they were bom." 
John, the oldest son, was created Earl of Som- 
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erset, and his son John was first Duke of Som- 
erset; his l)rother Edmund, second Duke of 
Somerset, succeeded him, who in turn was suc- 
ceeded by his son Henry, who left only a nat- 
ural son, whose name was Charles Somerset, 
and who is the ancestor of the present Duke of 
Beaufort. The name of Beaufort, in this line, 
ended here. Margaret Beaufort, ;:rran(ldau<j:h- 
ter of John, the Earl, married Edmund Tudor, 
and was an ancestor of the lonjr line of kinjrs 
and queens of En^a^land, from Henry VII, to 
Victoria. Henry Beaufort, son of John of 
Gaunt, was a cardinal. Pope Gregory XI, 
Robert de Xamur, and Robert, Count de Ar- 
tois, were Beauforts. 

We have learned from Mr. \V. H. de Beau- 
fort, of Maarsbertren, the Netherlands, whose 
family is connccled with Mrs. Thurston's, nine 
generations back, that the family in Holland 
is connedled with the Beauforts in England, 
but we do not know ^et which one; we learn, 
however, from Mr. William Morris Beaufort, 
of London, England, the head of the branch of 
Mrs. Thurston's family there, that this family- 
is not connedled with that first mentioned. 

The coat of arms used b\' Mn William H. de 
Beaufort, is very similar to that on the paper 
in possession of Mrs. Louise Mosbaugh, which 
contains an account of her genealogy ; the\- 
have the same motto, ** La Vertu est un Beau 
Fort. There is a ducal coronet shown on 
them, which would seem to indicate that the 
title of duke or count had existed in the family. 

The lineage of Mrs. L. v B. Thurston, on her 
mother's side, has been derived from three dif- 
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ferent sources, — Mr. William H. de Beaufort, 
through The Dei^artmeut of Marine of Hol- 
land, Messrs Hope & Co., Amsterdam, and a 
paper before mentioned, attested by Mr. Paul- 
us J. Chan^ion. The followinjj is a eoju' of 
that from the Minister of Marine:

In answer to your letter of November 12, 
1878, I have the honor to inform your Honor, 
that it appears on the registers deposited in 
the Department of Marine, that Jan van 
Kniyne, bom at Brielle, held from April 2d, to 
October 9th, 1772, the command of the Ship 
of War, St. Martinsdyk, destined to protei5l 
the vessels returning from the East Indies, and 
being subje(5l to the Admiralty of Zeeland. Af- 
ter that time said van Kruyne does not again 
appear on the records, and concerning the oth- 
er persons named in your letter, the Depart- 
ment of Marine is not able to give information. 

For the purpose however, of doing whatever 
was possible to' comply with your wishes, I 
have addressed Mr. W. H. de Beaufort, mem- 
ber of the Second Chaml3er of the States Gene- 
ral, living at Leusden, (Utrecht,) who has sent 
me the following communication: **Lieven 
Ferdinand de Beaifort, (Pensionaris van 
Tholen, writer of the lives of the Princes of 
Orange, bom October 8, 1675 ; died Novem- 
ber 9, 1730, had issue by his second marriage 
with his niece, Maria de Beaufort, Pieter 
Bernard de Beaufort, Councillor of the Ad- 
mirality of Zeeland, and he was married to 
Johanna Catharina Sciiorer. From this 
union sprung among others, Adrianna Petro- 
NELLA DE Beaufort, bom March 22, 1740, 
married to Jan van Kruinen, Rear Admiral ; 
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(another daughter, Johanna Maria was mar- 
ried to Mr. Pai'lus Changuiox.) Kruinen 
died at Bergex op zoom about 1787. He had 
three children, Helena Bernardixe, married 
to Carl Freiheer vox Bauer, Jeanne and 
Jan, Captain of Infantr\', later removed to 
Surinam. For the correctness of this state- 
ment of the descendents of the said rear admi- 
ral van Kruinex, 1 can not vouch, as it is not 
taken from our famih- records, but was pro- 
cured from a third party.

handsome, and said to have been seven feet in 
height. The Prince of Nassau was required to 
famish the ruler of Holland a certain number 
of the finest looking officers and soldiers in the 
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realm ; Carl von Bauer was chosen as one of 
these officers. He went to Holland, and in his 
official capiicity frequently went to the Castle 
at Hague, to carry orders. It was when he 
was on one of these errands that he first saw 
Admiral van Kruyne's beautiful daughter, Hel- 
ena, with whom he fell in love at first sight, 
and this was mutual. His position however, 
prevented him from approaching her on her 
own level in society, hut the\' contrived to 
open a correspondence by means of a long cord 
to which the letters were attached, this being 
lowered from her window. Being an oiHcer, 
he was enabled to make friends of the sen- 
tinels about the castle. This state of affairs 
lasted for a while, but the lovers longed for a 
closer companionship, and as no other way 
presented itself, an elopement was decided up- 
on. Arrangements were made to that end, 
colleagues secured and a rope ladder provided. 
Everything being in readiness at the time ap- 
pointed, the brave Carl and his assistants 
assembled under the window of the fair one ; 
she let down the cord that had served her 
so well before, and this was fastened to the 
ladder, which was then drawn up and se- 
cured, but it proved to be too short. Here 
was a dilemma, but love overcomes great ob- 
stacles, and something was procured, from the 
top of which von Bauer could reach the ladder, 
which he then ascended. As Helena was about 
to join her lover, her little sister, Adrianna, 
with whom she slei)t, awoke, and began to 
cry, but was soon quieted by the gift of a ])ear 
by Helena, and was soon asleep again ; a last. 
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long look, a farewell kiss, and then Helena 
placed herself in the arms of her lover, who 
was waiting at the window ; then commenced 
the perilous descent, which was made safeh', 
and the i)recious l^urden landed on terra firma. 
Their troubles were not. at an end here, how- 
ever, as pursuit was certain as soon as their 
flight was discovered, and Carl's life would; be 
of little value if overtaken before crossing the 
river Rhine. They had to cross a canal, and 
here the rope ladder served them well again. 
As it would not be safe for them to travel 
with horses, they walked, following unfre- 
quented paths. While concealed in a clump of 
bushes, the\' heard their pursuers coming, and 
saw them pass, without being discovered. 
They finally reached their destination, and the 
nuptials were performed. An edict was|issued 
that whoever should discover von Bauer in the 
realm, should deliver him dead or alive, to the 
Government. Now he was discovered by the 
Prince of Nassau, who, instead of thus deliver- 
ing him, advised him to become a recruiting 
officr for Prussia, ( he may have remembered 
the quicksilver mines, ) which advice was taken 
and acted upon, thus securing him from iurth- 
er molestatation, as any interference after this 
might have disturbed the relations between 
the countries. Of course Helena was disown- 
ed by her relatives, but her son George, with 
his sister Barbara, after the death of their 
mother, visited their aunt La Cable at Hague, 
who frequently took them to the Castle, 
which was opposite her residence, where on 
one occasion they dined with Queen Victoria, 
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who was \4siting there, ( when she was quite 
young, probably,) and which circumstance 
the old gentleman, (George,) took great pride 
in relating. Carl von Bauer died in 1 795 ; his 
wife died in 1S02.

He and his his sister were brought 
up b^^ Mrs. Groff, who lived at his father's and 
whom thcv called mutter; their mother, mam- 
ma. Louis Kirshweger, a lawyer of Katz- 
heim, (two miles from Goelheim,) was guard- 
ian for George and his sisters, from whom he 
received several sums of money. The estate 
was not settled for man\^ years, owing to the 
uncertainty about his brother's death, and not 
to his satisfaction then. He was one of Napo- 
leon's bod}' guard, was in the Russian cam- 
paign, and was an eye-witness of the burning 
of Moscow. After leaving the army, he bc- 
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came the owner of five teams and did a pas- 
senger and freijfht business between Goelheim 
in Bavaria, and Havre, France. He came to 
America in 188<S, and rented for a year or two 
a dairy farm near Philadelphia, a part of 
which was occupied by the Centennial build- 
ings. After this he spent three \'ears in Ger- 
many. He was naturalized in 1856. He lived 
with his children after his return from Germa- 
ny, till his death, which occurred at the home 
of his daughter, Louise, Feb. 15, 1878. His 
wife died Aug. 1, 1859, in Penville, Ind. They 
were both buried in Germantown, Ind.

Aug. 20, 1812, in Goelheim, Bavaria; married 
July 18, 1837, Franz Mosbaigh. Goelheim 
is a small place, eighteen miles from the Rhine 
at Worms, nine from Ott'stein, six from Don- 
nersberg,a high hill, and probably eight or ten 
from Kircheimbolanden, where her grandfath- 
er Carl and his sister Christine, were born. 
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Goelheim is in the Rhine Palatinate, and has a 
courthouse, market, Roman Catholic and 
Lutheran churches. Mrs. Mosbaugh remem- 
bers well having seen the first steamer coming 
down the Rhine, at Worms, as well as the big 
tree that was set as a sapling when Martin 
Luther was at the famous Diet. Her great 
aunt Christine von Bauer lived many years in 
the schloss or castle in Kircheimbolandcn, with 
some relatives of the Graf or Cotmt : outliving 
them, she afterward lived with the children of 
her sister. While \asiting her aunt Miesel at 
one time, they both went to visit aunt Chris- 
tine at Fulda.. walking eighteen miles with a 
partj'. On their return, the\' stopped halfway 
at a farmer's house, where, not having beds 
enough, straw was spread on the floor, and 
the part\' slej^t on that. While there she at- 
tended a wedding; the groom stood on one 
side of the church, the bride on the other; the 
bride wore a black dress with short sleeves, a 
handkerchief around her neck, skirts many and 
very short, halfwaj- to the knees, low shoes tied 
with ribbons, and white stockings. The space 
usualW occupied by an apron, was covered by 
narrow ribbons of various colors, fastened to 
the waist ; after learing the church, the school 
children each took one. In the evening, a feast 
was given the newly married pair. The com- 
pany was seated around a table on which was 
an enormous bowl four or five feet in diameter, 
filled with a soup made principally of a kind 
of seed called hirza, thickened with milk ; each 
person had a wooden spoon, the bowl of which 
wa8 as large arotmd as a cofl'ee cup; these 
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were-gras]>ed with the hand, the thumb point- 
ings toward the bowl of the spoon; all dipped 
in:the bowl; in eating, the spoon was turned 
in all directions, the better to clean it. Mrs. 
-Mosbaugh first met her husband at her 
father's home in G(i.*lheim, where he, with a 
brother, came to engage passage to Havre, 
for his father, mother, their five sons, two 
daughters and a daughter-in-law, Mr. von 
IBauer.to call for them at OH'stein, where the v 
ilived. Miss von Bauer came to America with 
ihem, on the ship Lorena, and was forty days 
on the sea, after having been eighteen in the 
wagons; she was seasick all the voyage. Two 
<ither ships that started at the same time, ar- 
rived in New York a few hours before them, 
the captain of the Lorena losing a bet on the 
time of arrival. Neither of the ships sighted 
any of the others on the trip. One thous- 
and and one immigrants landed in New York 
that 'day, Nov. 8, 1836. Mrs. Mosbaugh 
was married in New York city, where they liv- 
ed till the spring of 1838, in Cleveland, O., for 
three months, when they went to Cambridge 
City, Ind., arriving there Se])t. 26, 1838. Mrs. 
Mosbaugh's father had lost track of her when 
he came to New York, but a lady who had had 
a pair of shoes made in Cambridge CitA' by 
Mr. Mosbaugh, ciisually mentioned the fact, 
when Mr. von Bauer said **\Vhy, that must be 
my son-in-law." She was baptized and con- 
firmed in the Lutheran church; in 1841 she be- 
came a member of the German Evangelical 
chttrch. She is still living, 1 1 894. ) 
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MOSBAUGH FAMILY. 

MosBACH,*' lived in Moshach, Germanv, 

and left an ''Erbschaft/' (fortune.) He had 
one child, only. Mosbach is a town of about 
three thousand inhabitants, on the Elz, in Ba- 
den. It is enclosed by walls. 

JosKPH Moshach, or MosnAUOH,' (—Mos- 
bach,") son of the above; bom about 1775, at 
Offstein, Hesse Darmstadt; married Justin a 
Rasp, born 1781, at Huji^elheim, six miles from 
Worms; he died about IS+O, at Cicero, Ind. 
Mrs. Mosbaujii^h was a woman of medium size 
and height, and as straifjht as an arrow; she 
would change her slippers in crossing the room, 
from one foot to the other, without stooping 
or stopping, so readily as to hardly l>e observ- 
ed. (Rights and lefts in shoes were not known 
then, and shoes were changed thus, to keep 
them in shape.) For many ^-ears an asthmat- 
ic trouble had prevented her from lying in bed, 
and she was obliged to sit bolstered up. One 
day her grand-daughters, Henrietta and Lou- 
ise had been pla\'ing in her room ; she appear- 
ed as well as usual ; after they had left, Lou- 
ise was sent back on an errand, and found her 
lying down, an unusual circumstance; Louise 
called her mother, who found that she was 
dead. This occurred in March, 1847, at Cam- 
bridge Cit\^ Ind.
